vote of 203 to 202. 
A shouted demand was made— 
and granted—for a formal recheck 
of the vote. It disclosed that the 
first result was correct. 
“The vote stands,” declared Ray­ 
burn, “and the bill is passed.** 
There was more tum ult—cheers, 
rebel yells, boos and catcalls. Ad­ 
ministration forces had won but it 
was a breath-takingly close thing. 
Thus the House joined the Sen­ 
ate in approving the war depart­ 
ment’s insistent requests that Con­ 
gress authorize selectees.

A bride of this year has engaged 
a m an and his wife to take care 
of her new house. The man is to 
act as butler, valet, and a doer of 
w hatever odd jobs not'd doing, in­ 
cluding his occasional transform ­ 
ation into chauffer. The wife is to 
cook and do the upstairs work. The 
bride explains further: 
“We live in a very nice commun­ 
ity, and although it is not in any 
sense of the word, formal, people s 
houses are well-run. and my hus­ 
band and I w ant to do things prop­ 
erly, and would, therefore, like to 
know how to dross the man? I 
suppose that we are expected to 
provide his clothes? W hat about 
the w ifes clothes? W hat should 
she wear, and do we buy these 
too?” 
The answers follow a fairly de­ 
finite rule. In a well-run house, 
the employer supplies all liveries 
and uniforms. Clothes that are nei­ 
ther uniforms nor liveries arc pro­ 
vided by the employes themselves. 
This means th a t the 
cook, 
the 
butler, the valet, and the lady* 
m aid—(the four at the top posi­ 
tions in the great houses of yes­ 
terday) still furnish 
their 
own. 
Therefore a man w ho is a combina­ 
tion of chauffer, and butler, and 
valet, is given some of his clothes 
and furnishes other. His chauffer s 
uniform is provided and it may be 
th at his tuxedo clothes, (if he is 
to w ear these) will be provided 
too. 
A butler in a great house, which 
means th at he is very expert, and 
his wages are high. furnishes both 
of hts tail coats. (The one for day 
w ear has cloth lapels, and is worn 
w ith a high cut waistcoat, a black 
four-in-hand tie. and striped trou­ 
sers. Tho one for evening is a reg­ 
ular dress suit excepting that he 
w ears w aistcoat and has no braid

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GATHERING UNREST 
There Is no real counter-revolution in the 
conquered countries. That must be under­ 
stood. Nothin* is to be expected from them 
in any large way at present. The V move­ 
ment has no military power. It has no un­ 
dercover organization worth the name. 
But the V movement is proving itself very 
useful. The constant tapping is getting on 
the nerves of the Nazis, working under their 
hides and tugging at their self-control. It 
unites the underdogs in a conscious member­ 
ship in a vague and unseen lodge. 
Knowing that they are united, and that 
Germany is not making the progress she 
hoped to make either in the invasion of Rus­ 
sia or that of the British Isles, the conquered 
nationals take heart and Join in sabotage. 
The sabotage in itself may not be heavily 
destructive but it weakens tho Germans Just 
the same. Stories keep coming of 25,000 ex­ 
tra German troops sent to keep order in one 
country, of wholesale executions for disor­ 
ders elsewhere, of uprisings in Norway and 
Jugoslavia. 
The German army seemed limitless to 
peaceful natioas who liked neighborly friend­ 
liness and butter on their bread and asked 
only to be let alone. The tanks, the troops, 
the planes seemed endless. But they are not 
so. Every extra 10,000 troops, every hun­ 
dred planes, every dozen tanks taken from 
the reserve to hold down the occupied na­ 
tions are troops, tanks, planes, machine guns 
fewer for somewhere else.

G. Goodrich, 
Niagara county agent and a mem­ 
ber of the committee on arrange­ 
ments. 
He says West Virginia claims 
the distinction of having orchards 
that average the largest in the 
world. A number of apple growers 
own and operate SOC) acres each. 
One man operate* 1700 acres. I .Ast 
year, West Virginia produced a 
commercial c r o p of 
4.800,000 
bushels. 
Another stop on the tour, ex­ 
pected to attract considerable in­ 
terest, is the research center of 
the United State* Department of 
Agriculture at Beltsville. Mary­ 
land. It covers nearly 13,000 acres 
and contains laboratories, green­ 
houses. experimental plots, and 
other facilities for agricultural re­ 
search. It has 31 greenhouses and 
28 laboratory buildings. The center 
employs nearly a thousand persons. 
Throughout the area ar^ experi­ 
mental pastures, ranges, orchards, 
fields of cultivated crops, timber 
stands, and soil-treatment plots. 
Mr. Goodrich says the center has 
thousands of experimental farm 
and laboratory animals, including 
cows, beef and dual-purpose cattle, 
horses, sheep. goHts, swine, and 
dogs; also chickens, turkeys, and 
pigeons. Eighty-four barns and 500 
other structures shelter the ani­ 
mals. 
Plant 
breeders 
at 
Beltsville 
develop new varieties of fruit*, 
vegetables, and nuts to meet the 
nation’s 
changing 
requirement*. 
One requirement is resistance to 
diseases that threaten, from time 
to time, to wipe out a whole In­ 
dustry in some part of the coun­ 
try. Others are for properties th at 
result In better-eating quality, and 
for keeping and shipping. 
Poultry breeder* at Beltsville 
have developed one new line of 
pullets that lay heavy eggs: an ­ 
other now lint* lays eggs with a 
high proportion of thick white. 
Another development is a small- 
type turkey with plenty of breast 
meat. Goodrich says. Home econ­ 
omists at the research center look 
for ways to use agricultural prod­ 
ucts that will interest consumer*. 
The New- York growers will 
spend an entire afternoon in guided 
tours around 
the grounds and 
through the buildings at this fed­ 
eral experiment station.

Flea* Reported 
In New Outbreak 


4'.nillnil Method* Suggested 
for Bite on Skin 


Ithaca, N. Y.. August 13-—Com­ 
plaints about fleas are being re­ 
ceived by entomologists at Cor­ 
nell who say there is apparently an 
outbreak in some parts of the 
state. 
The pest is the cat and dog flea, 
known to many as the sand flea, 
says Dr. R. VV. Leiby. Its bite on 
the skin produces wheals and irr­ 
itation to jHTsons susceptible; some 
|x>rsons are not troubled. 
Infestations 
usually 
become 
known when folks return home 
from 
a vacation 
and when 
the 
house pet has been absent from 
the premises a week or so, he 
|K>ints 
out. The 
fleas are 
then 
starved and bite humans. 
“This is also true when house 
l>ets are suddenly removed, as the 
fleas concentrate on humans in­ 
stead of the cat or dog.” 
To kill the fleas, Dr. Leiby rec­ 
ommends a rotenone powder or 
spray. Apply it to an infested dog 
or to basements or places where 
house |*ets commonly sleep. Treat­ 
ments must bo repeated at five 
day intervals tor three weeks. 
Dogs ran be bathed with a cre­ 
el in or lysol soap solution, and a 
strong flea soap lather will kill 
the fleas, he says. Infested rooms 
can bo “de-ftead” by rubbing a 
elothes-oleamng solution into rugs 
and upholstery nnd on floors, with 
special attention to floor cracks 
that contam lint. A vaeijm sweep­ 
er will also gather many fleas and 
their tiny, immature, white worm­ 
like stages, the Cornell entomol­ 
ogist declares

Professors ‘Itch’ 
Is Useful Venture 


Reactions to Tests Show 
Effects o f Emotions 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Ithaca, N. Y., Aug. 13 (A*)— 
An itch that couldn’t be scratched 
gives a new insight into control 
of emotions in frustration experi­ 
ments made public today at Cor­ 
nell University. 
The itch was produced on one 
shoulder by dusting it with cow- 
hage, a powder made from the 
hairs of a tropical bean pod. The 
experiments were conducted by 
Dr. John I Lacey of the Depart­ 
ment of Psychology. 
The persons with the itching 
shoulder 
were 
bound 
so 
that 
scratching was impossible. When 
the victims knew in advance that 
shoulders were going to itch, they 
tended to take the torture quiet­ 
ly. Heartbeats often actually slow­ 
ed down. This was particularly 
true when the itching person did 
not try to move or squirm. 
But the result usually was quite 
different when the itch was un­ 
expected and the victims believed 
it due to an accident. Then they 
tended to react with extreme emo­ 
tion. Heartbeats 
and 
breathing 
speeded up. Dr. Lacey found that 
the extent of physical change was 
in direct proportion to the ex­ 
perienced emotions. 
This part of the experiment in­ 
dicated that a good way to curb 
emotional 
outbursts 
is 
to 
let 
people know in advance what is 
coming. It suggests also that some 
persons are able to apply inter­ 
nal brakes to their hearts, a point 
useful to sufferers from too rapid 
heartbeats. 
Emotions have been considered 
as an emergency preparation for 
violent action. But those whose 
hearts slowed down failed to ver­ 
ify this interpretation.
